For the past five years, photographer Andrew Borowiec 
of UA’s art faculty has surveyed the changing landscape 
of industrial towns of the Midwest and South. 

At first, he says, he was interested in industrial 
structures and the influence of economics on the land' 
scape. But more recently he’s turned his attention to 
residential areas, scrutinizing yards and their contents 
for clues to the conditions, values, and aspirations of 
Middle America. 

“Ever since my childhood abroad, I have carried 
in my mind the notion of an America of white picket 
fences, neatly mowed lawns, and clapboard houses,” 
Borowiec says. “My pictures are in part about the differ¬ 
ence between that simplistic idea and a more complex 
and ambiguous reality.” 

Selections from Borowiec’s project have been 
exhibited at dozens of museums and galleries, including 
the Cleveland Museum of Art, the Fraunces Tavern 
Museum in New York City, the Akron Art Museum, 
the J.B. Speed Museum in Louisville, and the Kansas 
City Art Institute.

For the past three years I have been photographing in eastern Ohio's small towns, 
documenting the visible effects, direct and indirect, of the demise of the industrial 
era. I have concentrated on changing aspects of town centers, factory worker 
neighborhoods, and industrial sites, scrutinizing the landscape for clues that 
reflect the condition, values, and aspirations of contemporary Middle-America. 
Signs of the cultural and historical forces that have shaped the landscape's 
appearance are central to the photographs, as is the relationship between nature 
and the works of man. I hope that whatever meanings the photographs divulge 
result as much from their formal order as from the particular bits of 
circumstantial evidence that they present.
